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APPENDIX A 

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS 

Main iL/ne — This is a simple running line oi the given specification and forms the main component 
of the gear to which snood and hooks are attached. 

Snood or Leader — This is a carbon steel wire of defmed length connecting the hook to the main 
line. This avoids direct contact of the fish with the main line, thus preventing damage to the main 
line by the fish. 

Swivel — This is an accessory to the gear, made of brass, oval in shape with eyes provided at both 
ends for attachment to the main line on the one side and snood on the other. This helps in 
revolving movement, thus preventing twisting or untwisting of the main line. 

Lure — This forms the extreme end of a troll line to which hooks are secured. These are intended 
to attract predatory fishes to the hooks shaped in such a manner as to simulate a fish in motion, 
while the gear is in operation.
